the season. The itinerary followed by the peddlers 
never changes. They perform really an annual 
revolution. Their transactions commonly begin at 
Tours and Orleans, and extend in a radius marked 
out beforehand, and end invariably at the same 
places. Those who have several ‘domestics,’ are 
usually attended with a horse and vehicle; the 
others, who converge from and to a sort of head- 
quarters, tramp with a pack on the back. It is 
therefore a mistake to say their appearance is irre- 
gular in the villages they frequent, and that they 
are able to practise fraud with impunity. I repeat, 
the peddlers appear periodically in the same villages 
and stop at the same inns. What are the goods 
they offer on sale? Are they, as has been said, 
the trash of publishers, books out of vogue, or 
damaged? Not at all. Peddlers sell every descrip- 
tion of objects. To speak only of books, they pur- 
chase them everywhere, from the most famous to 
the humblest publishers; and if they, in prefer- 
ence, purchase the least costly, it is because they 
address themselves to modest purses, and which, 
as is well known, are hard to open. Peddlers have, 
moreover, been reproached for being agents of cor- 
ruption—for being the channel of the trade of per- 
nicious books. This, too, is an ill-natured and 
gratuitous imputation. Pernicious books, or, to 
speak more accurately, obscene bovks, are, if such 
are sold in France, too high priced to tempt the 
peddler and his customers. If, at other epochs, and 
to satisfy the taste of their customers, they did sell 
dirty pamphlets, the Peddling Committee long ago 
swept away all this filth.’’ 

Here is an anecdote which shows the precarious 
situation of the book trade since 1852 ; fortunately 
the times have changed. Some years since a book 
appeared entitled “ Dieu et |’Homme.” It was not a 
pamphlet, but a thick volume, for it cost 9f. or 10f., 
which would indicate a book of some 600 or 700 
pages. It was by M. Enfantin—/e pére Enfantin. 
When the book was published, M. Victor Masson, 
the publisher, was summoned by the Advocate- 
General, who said to him: “ You have published a 
book filled with attacks against public and reli- 
gious morality; the book shall be seized and a 
prosecution instituted against you and the author ; 
you both shall be sent to prison and fined heavily.” 
M. Victor Masson defended himself as well as he | 
could, but his arguments made no impression on | 
the Advocate-General. However, just as he was 
leaving the office, he drew from his pocket an off- | 
cial letter addressed to M. Enfantin, in which 
he was informed the Emperor accepted the dedica- | 
tion of his book. The Advocate-General instantly | 
abandoned the prosecution! Everything depended 
upon the caprice of men in office ! |

gious papers; and 6 reviews. During the year 31 
of them disappeared and 3 were suppressed. In 
1867 (year of the Exhibition), 74 new periodicals 
were brought out. In 1868 (when permission of 
| the government ceased to be the condition prece- 

dent of publication), 137 new periodicals were 
brought out. In 1869 (the year of the Senatus 

Consultum), 109 new periodicals were brought out.

“ Dear Mapas : I have been greatly annoyed for 
some time, and I want to open my breast to you. 
I have met all sorts of disappointments in my pri- 
vate affairs, and I am not in a condition at present 
to fulfil the engagement I made with you. I have 


quarrelled with the ‘Revue des Deux Mondea,’ in 


consequence of ill-treatment which left me no hon- 
orable way to mend matters. A share which I had 
taken in it, and which, had engagements been 
kept, should have been reimbursed to me, is kept 
by the editor of this periodical. I had paid half 
the share, and so far from receiving back this 
money, I am about to be called upon to pay the 
balance, which is not less than 3000 francs. All 
this gives me a great deal of trouble and anxious 
thought; but the part most annoying to me is the 
impossibility to which it has temporarily reduced 
me to meet a most saered and agreeable debt I owe. 
I desired to say these things verbally to you, but 
you were not alone when I made my last visits, 
and I have during the last fortnight been too un- 
well to call on you again. Nevertheless, I am averse 
to longer postponing to confide to your visit my 
subject of serious annoyance. I shall call to see 
you, dear madam, the first day I am at leisure and 
well. Believe me, etc. Sarntg-Bevve.” 
Here is a portion of a second letter addressed to 
the same lady :— 
: JANUARY, 1847. 


“* * * No, no, a thousand times no, and al- 
though you are good enough to advise it, I shall 
not take that step. "Tis not I who should go to 
the ‘Revue des Deux Mondes;’ it should come 
to me. The rupture, taking it all in all, was not 
caused by me. It was due to a course which I 
have already explained to you and to which I need 
not revert. It involves a question of honor and 
dignity which must have precedence before the 
vital question. Vital! I speak truly. Yes, this 
rupture embarrasses my life, for it suppresses my 
habitual and almost regular resources. But, be- 
lieve me, I will overcome this annoyance. I already 
contemplate new engagements which will perhaps 
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allow me to renounce forever all reconciliation ! 
with ungrateful (Buloz). Sainte-Bevve.” | 
M. Paul Foucher (Victor Hugo’s brother-in-law),

Hallam, 
Mackintosh, Macaulay, and Lingard, favor the 
latter view. After the Restoration, Gauden claimed 
the authorship, and his claim was recognized and 
rewarded by a mitre.

The letter from Wash- 
ington, in this collection, occupying 12 pages, was 
written to the late Sir John Sinclair on the subject 
of the Agriculture of the United States. This letter 
was published in “ The Correspondence of Sir John 
Sinclair,’’ edited by himself, 2 vols. 8vo., London, | 
1831, and occupies nearly seven pages in Vol. II. 
It bears date, Philadelphia, 11th of December, 1796, 
and was a reply to a letter from Sinclair, who was 
President of the Board of Agriculture in great Bri- 
taiv. Neither the original copy nor a duplicate 
which was sent over reached Sir John. Fortu- 
nately, Washington had taken the trouble of writ- 
ing a triplicate, which arrived safely, and from this 
the letter was printed. Between October 20, 1792, 
and January 20, 1799, Washington wrote fifteen 
other letters to Sir John Sinclair, most of them of 
considerable length. 

Tae Marvey Paper Mitts, MARYLAND.—This es- 
tablishment is on the Little Elk Creek, and about 
four miles north of Elkton, Maryland, and is now 
owned and carried on by George W. Childs, Esq., 
proprietor of the PuinapetPuia Pusiic Leperr, and 
is engaged in making paper of straw for the Ledger 
Office. Mr. Childs has not spared expense to make 
this a complete manufactory of straw paper, and it 
now supplies what is required for the three hun 
dred and fifty thousand daily readers of the Ledger. 
Last autumn, when the water was low, a steam en- 
give of forty horse power was put up to assist in 
driving the machinery. This mill has opened a 
market for straw in all the country around it, and 
there are now stacked up on the ground near the 
mill, some four hundred tons of straw; the daily 
consumption being from four to six tons, and the 
paper manufactured per week being about eighteen 
tons. Every Tuesday is pay day, when every one 
who has furnished labor or material can have his 
money. The mill is under the charge of Carl Hoff- 
manu, Esq., who is quite successful in managing 
the establishment.— From the Cecil Democrat, Elk- 
ton, Maryland. .

OBITUARY. 


Mr. Gzorce Wakeman died at his residence, 
New York, on 19th March, after a brief illness. 
He was born at Greenfield Hill, Connecticut, Feb- 
ruary 4, 1841, and had consequently but just 
entered his thirtieth year. Mr. Wakeman was, for 
several years, on the editorial staff of the “ World,” | 
and was a favorite contributor to our leading ma- | 
gazines. His articles in the “ Galaxy” have been 
very widely read and admired. In 1868, he was 
appointed stenographer for the Senate at Albany, 
and held the position until his illness obliged him 
to relinquish it. In this work he was remarkably 
eficient, and probably without a peer in this 
country. A numberof noteworthy reportorial feats 
are related of him. It was his intention to enter 
the lecture field next season, at the solicitation of 
many friends, who believed him possessed of emi- | 
nent qualifications as a humorous essayist and 
speaker. In the death of Mr. Wakeman, journal- 
ism has sustained a severe loss; but the bereave- 
ment will be even more deeply felt in his wide 
circle of friends and acquaintances. Modest, genial, 
large-hearted, and true as steel, he was a man 
among a thousand, whom to meet was to admire, 
and to know wasto love. The younger members of 
the press, especially, should carry sacredly and 
teverently in their hearts, the memory of one who 
has bequeathed to them the record of a lovely life, 
which they may well strive to emulate.—Home 
Journal. 


Mr. Wituram Broven, the well-known burlesque 
Writer, died in England, on 13th March, aged 44. 
He wrote numerous Extravaganzas, Comedies, and 
Farces, many of which achieved a wide popularity, 
and was also a contributor to the English periodical 
literature.
